bor three caravals just about starting 
for Espanola with tardy supplies. H< 
had only to ask Pedro Alonzo Jfino, the 
commandant of the little fleet, for his 
dispatches to find the condition of feel 
ing which he was to encounter in Spain 
It was clear that discord and unproduc 
tiveness wag not much longer to be en 
dured. So he wrote a letter to the Ade 
lantado, which was to go by the ships 
urging expedition in quieting the life of 
the colonists, and bringing the resources 
of the island under such control that it 
could be made to yield a steady How of 
treasure. 


As soon as the messages of Columbus 


reached their Majesties, then at Alma- 
zon, they sent a letter, July ]2th, 1196 
inviting him to Court, and reassuring 
him in his despondency by expressions ol 
kindness. 
Columbus' reception seems 


to have been gracious, and be made the 
most of the amenities of the occasion to 
picture, in his old exaggerating way 
the wealth of the Ophir Mines. He was 
f .couraged by the effect which his en- 
U usiasm had produced to ask to be sup 
piled with another fleet, partly to senc 
additional supplies to Espanola, but 
mainly to enable him to discover the 
continental land farther south, of whicl 
he had so constantly heard reports. 


It was easy for the monarchs to give 


fair promises and quite as easy to for 
get them, for a while at least, in the 
busy scenes which their political am 
bitions were producing. 
Belligereul 


relations with France necessitated i 
vigilant watt.li about the Pyrenees 
coupled with other exciting events en 
grossed too much of the time of 
the 
monarchs 
to 
give 
attention 


to the wishes of Columbus, and it was 
not till the autumn of 14flG, that an ap- 
propriation wits made to equip another 
little squadron for him. In the mean 
time Nino had returned from Espanola 
and the dispatches from Bartholomew 
Columbus pictured the colony in the 
same conditions of destitution as before 
and the nearest approach to gold which 
the caravels brought was another crowd 
of dusky Indian slaves. 


When the spring months of 1499 ar- 


rived there were new hopes. 
But the 


King was growing more apathetic, af 
well as some of the leading spirits 
about the Court. 
By the Queen's in- 


tluenee a modification of the rights of 
Columbus was effected, which included 
the right of the Crown to grant licenses 
to others, and Fonseca was invested 
with power to do so. Power was given 
to Columbus to grant land to such as 
would cultivate the soil for four years. 
Permission was given him to entail liis 
estates. 
Tie marked out in a testa- 


mentary document, the succession of 
his heirs, male first, and if his son 
Diega's line ran out, then male heirs of 
his brother's, and when these failed, 
then the estates were to descend by the 
female line. It was in this document 
that Columbus prescribed the signature 
of his representatives in succeeding 
generations, following a formula tbat 
lie always used himself. The interpre- 
tation of this lias been various. All 
this seemed to indicate that the com- 
plaints which had been made against 
the oppressive sternness of the Admi- 
ral's rule had not as yet broken down 
the barriers of the Queen's protection. 
The complacency of Isabella was sooth- 
ing; her appointment of his son Fer- 
dinand as her page was gratifying, but 
it could not wholly compensabe Colum- 
bus for the condition of the public mind, 
of which he was in every way forcibly 
reminded. 


Columbus, during this period of his 


sojourn in Spain, spent a considerable 
time under the roof of Andres Bernal- 
des, and we get in his history of the 
Spanish Kings the advantage of the 
talks which the two friends had togeth- 
er. We get as clearly from these as 
from any other source the measure of 
the disappointment which the public 
shared as respects the conspicuous fail- 
ure of these voyages of Columbus in 
their pecuniary relations. It was by 
virtue of this discontented and irritated 
public sentiment which made it far 
from easy to fit out his new expedition. 
There was so much disinclination in the 
merchants to furnish ships that it re- 
quired a royal order to sieze them be- 
fore the small fleet could be gathered. 
The enlistments to man the ships and 
make up the contingent destined for the 
colony were more difficult still. 


Even the prisons did not disgorge 


their vermin, as he had wished, and his 
company gathered very slowly, and 
never became full. Las Casas tells us 
that troubles followed him even to the 
dock. The accountant of Fonseca got 
into an altercation with the Admiral, 
who knocked him down and exhibited 
other marks of passion, and that his 
violence produced a greater effect on 
the monarchs than all the allegations of 
the Admiral's cruelty which his ac- 
cusers from Espanola had constantly 
brought forward, and that it was the 
immediate cause of the change of royal 
sentiment towards him, which soon 
afterwards appeared. Columbus seems 
to have discovered his mistake and 
wrote to the monarchs to counteract its 
effect. 
It was, therefore, with this 


new anxiety upon his mind that he for 
the third time committed himself to his 
career of adventure and exploration. 


Columbus lifted anchor in the port of 


San Lucar de Barrameda on May 30th, 
1498. 
His six vessels stood off to the 


southwest. His plan was a definite one, 
to keep in a southerly course till he 
reached the equatorial regions, and then 
io proceed west. 
By this course he 


hoped to strike in that direction the 
continental mass of which he had inti- 
mation both from the reports of the 
natives in Espanola and from the trend 
which he had found in his last voyage 
the Cuban coast to have. 
It is barely 


possible that the reports from England 
of Cabot's discoveries at the north may 
lave given a hint of like prolongation 
a the south. The whole of course was 
nothing but a guess. But a more im- 
pelling instinct was the prevalent one 
of his time, the hunger and thirst "lor 
;old and other precious things, and 
which associated the possession of them 
with the warmer regions of the globe. 


A lapidary of distinction had written to 
Columbus confirming this the prevalent 
notion that such objects of commerce 
as gold and jewels came in greatest 
abundance from near the equator, 
while black races of men were those 
that predominated near such sources 
"Therefore," the writer told Colum- 
bus, "steer south and find a black race, 
if you would get such opulent abun- 
dance." So it was with expectations 
like these that Columbus now worked 
his way south. 


By the 15th of July he had reached 


the latitude of 5° north. 
He was now 


within the verge of the equatorial calms. 
The air soon burned everything; the 
rigging oozed with running tar; the 
seams of the vessel opened; provisions 
grew putrid, and the wine casks shrank 
and leaked. 
He changed his course 


and after a tedious interval drew into a 
fresher atmosphere. He did not discov- 
er land as soon as he expected, and so he 
bore away to the north, thinking to see 
some of the Carb Islands. 
On July 


31st, 
relief came, none too soon, for 


their water was nearly exhausted. As 
the ships went on the three peaks of a 
triple mountain appeared on an island 
to which he gave the name of Trinidad, 
a reminder in its peak of the Trinity, 
which he had determined at tiie start 
to commemorate by bestowing that ap- 
pellation on the first land he saw. He 
coasted the shore of this island for some 
distance before he could find a harbor 
to careen his ships and replenish liis 
water casks. 


He was now on the southern side of 


the island, and in that channel whicl 
separates Trinidad from the low coun- 
try about the mouth of the river Orino- 
co. Before long he could see the oppo- 
site coast stretching away for twenty 
leagues, but he did not suspect it to be 
other than an island, which he named 
La Isla Santa. 
It was indeed strange 


but not surprising that Columbus found 
an island of a new continent and sup- 
posed it the main land of the Old World, 
as happened during his earlier voyages ; 
and equally striking it was that now 
when he had actually seen the main 
land of a new world he did not know it. 
By the 2nd of August the Admiral had 
approached|tliat narrow channel nearest 
to the main land, and here he anchored. 
A large canoe, containing five and 
twenty Indians, put off towards the 
ships and lay upon their paddles a bow 
shot away. They were lighter in skin 
than any Indians he had seen before. 
This was not very promising in view of 
the belief that precious products would 
be found in a country inhabited by 
blacks. Columbus grew uneasy in his 
insecure anchorage, for he had discov- 
ered as yet no roadstead. 
He saw the 


current (lowing by with a strength that 
alarmed him. The waters seemed to 
tumble in commotion as they were 
jammed together in the narrow pass be- 
fore him. 
It was his first experience of 


that African current which, setting 
across the ocean, plunges hereabouts 
nto the Caribbean Sea, and, sweeping 
around the great Gulf, passes north in 
what we know as the fiulf Stream. 


Columbus was as yet ignorant, too, 


of the great masses of water which the 
many mouths of the Orinoco discharge 
along this shore; and when at night a 
great roaring billow of water came 
across the channel and he found his 
own ship lifting at her anchor and one 
of his caravels snapping her cable, he 
felt himself in the face of new dangers, 
and of forces of nature to which he was 
not accustomed. To a seaman's senses 
not used to such phenomena, the situa- 
tion of the ships was alarming. This 
surging flow of the current he named 
the "Mouth of the Serpent.'' 
To at- 


tempt its passage was almost foolhardy. 
To return along the coast stemming 
such a current seemed nearly impossible. 
The shore of Trinidad stretched north- 
erly, and he turned to follow it, but 
somebody getting a taste of the water 
found it to be fresh. 
Here was a new 


surprise. He had not yet comprehend- 
ed that he was within a land-looked 
gulf, where the rush of the Orinoco 
sweetened the tide throughout. As he 
approached the northwestern limit of 
Trinidad, he found that a lofty cape 
jutted out opposite a similar head-land 
to the west, and that between them lay 
a second surging channel beset with 
rocks. So he gave it the name of the 
"Mouth of the Dragon." He was still 
ignorant of the way in which his fleet 
was embayed in this marvelous water, 
and he ran across to the opposite shore. 
The water grew fresher as he went on. 
The shore attracted him, with its har- 
bors and salubrious air, but he was anx- 
ious to get into the open sea. The live- 
liest creatures which he observed were 
the chattering monkeys. 
He ran into 


the mouth of a river and cast anchor. 
It was perhaps here that the Spaniards 
first set foot on the New Continent. 


Some Indians were secured and they 


pointed westerly, and indicated that 
men were much more numerous in that 
direction. The Spaniards were struck 
with the tall stature of the men, and 
noted the absence of braids in their 
hair. As he went on the country be- 
came more attractive, with its limpid 
streams, its luxuriant woods and clam- 
bering vines, all enlivened with the 
flitting of brilliant birds. The men 
found oysters clinging to the boughs of 
the trees that drooped along the shore. 
Columbus recalled how he had read in 
Pliny of the habit of the pearl oyster to 
open the mouth to catch the dew. which 
was converted into pearls. 
To leave 


this paradise was necessary, and on 
August 10th, the ships went iurther on. 
Near the Dragon's Mouth he found a 
barbor in which to prepare for the pas- 
sage out through the tumultuous strait. 
There seemed no escape from the trial. 
The passage lay before him. Columbus 
studied their motion, and finally made 
up his mind that the turmoil of the wa- 
ters might after all come from the meet- 
ing of the tide and the fresh currents 
seeking the open sea, and not from 
rocks or shoals. At all events the pas- 
sage must be made, and the wind and 
current finally carried him through, 
and once without he was brought with, 
n sight of two Islands now known as 
Tobago and Granada, and then turned 
westward to track the coast, and came 
to the islands Cubago and Margarita, 
and surprised some natives in canoes 
ishing for pearls. Here was a new field 
for wealth which could alone restore 
lis credit in Spain; but he could not 
arry. As he wore ship, he left behind 
a mountainous reach of the coast that 
stretched westerly, and he would fain 
hink that India lay that way, as it had 
jam Cuba. 
There was much that had been novel in 


all these experiences. Columbus felt 


that the New World was throwing wid 
er open the gates of its sublime secrets 
He grew to think that the line of no va 
riation of magnetism with correspond 
ing marvels of nature marked but the 
beginning of a new section of the eartl 
that no one had dreamed of. All the 
stories of the middle absorbed in the 
speculative philosophy of his time, hae 
pointed to the distant East as the seat 
of Paradise, and was he not now 
com- 


ing to it by way of the western passage? 
As he steered for Espanola, he found 
the currents to help him. That he had 
again discovered the mainland he was 
convinced. He had no conception ol 
the physical truth. The vagaries of his 
time found in him the creature of their 
most rampant hallucinations. This ab- 
eration was a potent cause in depriving 
him of the chance to place his own 
name on this goal of his ambition. It 
accounts much for the greater impres- 
sion which Americas Vespucius, with 
his clearer instincts, was soon to make 
on the expectant and learned world. 
The voyage of the Florentine merchant, 
one of those trespassers that Columbus 
complained of, was, before the admiral 
should see Spain again, to instigate the 
publication of a narrative, which took 
from its true discovercs the rightful 
baptism of the world he had unwitting- 
ly found. While Columbus was puz- 
zling over the aberration of the pole 
star and misshaping the earth, Vespuci- 
us was comprehending the law of gravi- 
tation upon our floating sphere, and ul- 
timately representing it in the diagram 
which illustrates his narrative. 


For four days Columbus had sailed 


away to the northwest, coming to the 
wind every night asa precaution, before 
he sighted Espanola on August 19th, be- 
ing then, as be made out, about flfty 
leages west of the spot where he suppos- 
ed the pout had been established for the 
mines of Ilayna. He thought that he 
had been steering nearer that point, but 
the currents had probably carried him 
unconsciously west by night. As Col- 
umbus speculated on this steady How of 
waters with that keenness of observa- 
tion upon natural phenomena which at- 
tracted the admiration of Humboldt 
and which is really striking, when we 
separate it from his turbulent fancies, 
he accounted by its attrition for the 
predominating shape of the islands 
which he had seen, which had their 
greatest length in the direction of the 
current. lie knew that its force would 
long retard his efforts to work eastward; 
he therefore despatched a letter to bis 
brother the Adelantado. He was in 
due time relieved of all anxiety when 
he saw a Spanish caraval approaching, 
and, 
hailing the vessel, found that Bar- 


tholomew had come in person to greet 
him on liis return.

STRIKE FAILURES.— The strike of 


the switchmen at Buffalo has been de- 
clared off, the firemen and other rail- 
road employes refusing to join them. 
Thus ends what promised to be a serious 
struggle between the employes and rail- 
road companies centering at Buffalo. 
The Homestead strike was a failure 
also. Indeed every strike of any mag- 
nitude this year lias resulted in defeat 
for the workmen. It is said, however, a 
great storm is gathering for next year, 
when a general strike, involving various 
trades and railroads, will be inaugurated 
in May. Strikes will not be successful 
until all labor is organized. Not more 
than one in ten of the laborers and me- 
chanics of the country belong to labor 
organizations. When organized labor 
refuses to work there are plenty of men 
who are anxious to take their places. So 
iong as this condition prevails capital 
will always win.—Advocate.

ither disturbances of their nervous system, 
ind tbat only a vtry small proportion of the 
lescendants grow up as useful members of 
oociety.— JTmiM of Health.

Onr Washington Letter. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2, 1892. 


Editor of Compiler: A marked feature 


of the present campaign is the great 
difference between the way prominent 
Republicans who come to Washington 
talk for publication and the way they 
talk among themselves. In published 
nterviews they all with one accord 
talk as though the campaign was al- 
ready settled in their favor and the 
election a mere formality that must be 
gone through with just to keep up ap- 
>earances; but let two or three of them 
meet privately, where they think them- 
selves safe from the sharp ears of wick- 
ed and prying newspaper men, and to 
hear them, reminds one of the line of 
the familiar song—"Oh what a differ- 
ence in the morning." 


Two office-holders—TJ. S. Treasurer 


Nebeker, and Assistant Secretary of 
;he Treasury Crounse, who is also the 
Republican candidate for Governor of 
Nebraska—returned from visits to their 
respective States this week, and before 
;hey had shaken the dust of travel from 
their clothes they both gave out rose- 
colored interviews of the Republican 
prospects in Indiana and Nebraska, in 
which those States were stated to be 
entirely out of the doubtful list. By a 
mere accident I learned the real opin- 
ions of those two men. Nebeker sent 
word to Mr. Harrison and to his man 
'arter that unless something was im- 
mediately done to satisfy the disaffected 
Republicans in the Fort Wayne district 
of Indiana all hope of carrying the 
State might as well be abandoned. So 
much for his confidence. Mr. Crounse 
teels so uncertain about the result in 
Ills State that he is loth to resign his 
present office, and wants to fix it so 
that wben he does resign, his pay will 
run to the first of October, and the 
place be kept vacant until after the 
election, in order that he may be reap- 
pointed if he gets defeated. lie has ap- 
pealed to the national committee for 
financial assistance in his campaign, 
with the statement that it is money or 
ceitain defeat. 


It may be that Secretary Tracy can 


explain satisfactorily the charges which 
the New York .HeraZtZ daily reiterates, 
that 'he change in the armor of the new 
war vessels was made at the request of 
the firms that make the armor, and 
that it will put several hundred thou- 
sands of dollars in the pockets of the 
aforesaid firms, but the ugly fact re- 
mains, that up to the present time he 
has not done so, and to attempt to 
pooh, pooh, charges made by so respon- 
sible a journal as the Herald will hardly 
so down with an intelligent public. 
The charge of favoritism, not to call it 
by a worse name, has been specifically 
made and nothing short of an answer 
just as specific will satisfy tbe unpreju- 
diced public. If Secretary Tracy can 
prove the Herald to be wrong, it is a 
duty he owes to the administration, as 
well as to his own good name, to do so 
at once.
